THE ANTE CORRUPT! ON LAWS AMENDMENT) 

ACT, 1964 

No, 40 of 1964 

[18th December, 1964] 

An Act further to amend the Indian Penal Code, i860, the Code 
of Criminal Procedure, 1898, the Criminal Law Amendment 
Ordinance, 1944, the Delhi Special Police Establishment 
Act, 1946, the Prevention of Corruption Act, 1947, Jind the 
Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1952. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows; — 


1. This Act may be called the Anti-Corruption Laws {Amend- Short title, 
ment) Act, 1964. 


2. In the Indian Penal Code, --
